WHAT 1S EDMONTON’S PLAN? 

Ottawa rumors of relief are contradic- 
tory, except that Mr. Bennett is expected 
to bring down a public works policy in the 
coming session. Is Edmonton setting its 
house in order preparatcry to such a 
policy? 

It is true that the city cannot carry on 
a large public works program on dear 
money, and that is not expected, but where 
do we stand in regards to any future pro- 
gram? Supposing the government does 
offer money, have the city authorities 
prepared a program of sufficient import- 
ance, and are they getting the necessary 
authority from the ratepayers at the com- 
ing election to do the work, or are they 
asleep at the switch? 

Ther2 is no doubt that the annual elec- 
tions are the proper time to submit such a 
program and it can be done then with the 
least expense and trouble. 

At the present time the two Govern- 
ments are each prepared to assume a part 
of the responsibility as regards the labor 
costs. It is now up to the city to have 
work plans prepared and -properly au- 
thorised. Then if enough cheap money can 
be had the program can go ahead. 

The city cannot do big things, but it is 
up to the administration to do its bit by 
initiating a modest schedule of public 
works each year. This is necessary in the 
interest of the workers as well as of the 
merchants and business men who are the 
large taxpayers. It is dangerous to go to 
extremes in throwing too many of our citi- 
zens out of work at one time, when it is 
considered that in every large com- 
munity there is a certain percentage of 
citizens who look to public works as a nor- 
mal livelihood. It is more important than 
ever that such citizens should at present 
be given at least a partial chance to make 
a living. 


CAN’T CONTROL INFLATION? 

Inflation, the public are warned in 
solemn tones, is easy to start but hard to 
stop. Well, the banks seem to be able to 
stop it with neatness and despatch when 
they want to. 

In good times, did anyone ever go into a 
bank for a loan and be told that the bank 
couldn't get the money? Never. If his 
credit was considered good he could have 
anything from a dollar to a million, any 
time and any place. The banks simply in- 
creased the money supply over-night to 
any volume that was required to meet the 
demand for loans they were willing to 
make, That is to say, they “inflated” the 
currency. They do that, not as an exped- 
jent in emergency only, but as a matter of 
common practice. They were given the 
money-issuing power in order that they 
might do it. 

ut let anyone go into a bank when 
times are hard and try to raise a loan. He 
is told ‘money is scarce.” And it is; there 
isn’t any doubt about it. The banks have 
stopped increasing the supply and started 
to curtail it. In other words they are 
“deflating” the currency, or cutting down 
its volume. For the reason that there is a 
larger stock of money available than they 
can profitably employ. 

If the banks can in their own interests 
increase the supply of money at one time, 
stop increasing it and even decrease it at 
other times, why cannot the Government 
of Canada do the same thing in the in- 
terests of the nation? The. claim that in- 
flation once started cannot be stopped is 
a denial of patent facts. The banks start 
it whenever they want to; and stop it 
whenever they want to.

AUSTRALIANS TALK ‘ABOU! 
DIVIDENDS 
The fiscal year 1932-33 has been one of 
international uncertainty, but Australia

In many instances, however, in- 
creased earnings are as yet being directed 
toward a reduction of operating deficits, 
and further improvement will be necessary 
before a general increase in dividend rates 
will be possible. The net profits and losses 
of fifty-five Australian companies whose 
latest reports include a portion of the re- 
sults for the present year were £1,828,672 
and £53,770 respectively for 1933, as com- 
pared with £1,803,446 and £105,802 res- 
pectively for 1932. The aggregate loss for 
1932 as compared with i832 is a much 
lower one, which is a highly encouraging 
factor. The number of companies showing 
losses has decreased, and a detailed analy- 
sis of the compilation indicates progress 
towards greater trading stability with the 
possibilities of increased dividends when 
general trading conditions improve.” 

That is rather a pleasant picture of 
steady and substantial progress toward 

times in Australia; the country 
which, according to some Canadian au- 
thorities, pledged itself to ruin when it 
two years ago went off the gold standard, 
pegged its money to the British pound, and 
adopted a controlled measure of inflation 
of its evrrency. 

The present subject of discussion in 
Australia, it appears, is how soon indus- 
trial and commercial concerns will be pay- 
ing “normal” dividends. In Canada, share- 
holders in such enterprises have forgotten 
what dividend cheques look like.

The Passing Show 


A gentleman in Alameda, California, professes 
to know that Shakespeare was not one man, but 
three. Previously, a compatriot of his had arrived 
at the conclusion that Shakespeare was the outlet 
for the “potboilers" of one Francis Bacon, phil- 
osupher and court sychophant who became Lord 
Chancellor. Undeterred by the historians who say 
thet Edward VI died of consumption or was pois- 
ened by the wicked Duke of Northumbcrland at 
the tender age of 16, the latest oracle to speak on 
the Bacon-Shakespeare controversy finds that 
acon and Edward Sixth were one and the same 
person, and the author of Shakespeare's plays. 
He says he has “irrefutable proof that Bacon 
throughout his lifetime thought himself to be 
Edward VI". 

What a boast it would be for royalties if they 
could claim the greatest poet and bard of England 
for one of their number. What an offset to the 
weakling and imbecile princes. 
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Always it will be a great mystery, bordering 
on the miraculous, that the butcher's son of Strat- 
ford, devoid of educational opportunities, who went 
poeching a. a youth, got himself into a matrimonial 
scrape and fled to Londen without having given 
the slightest evidence of genius, should suddenly 
produce a series of dramatic masterpieces requir- 
ing knowledge of poetic forms, of ancient history, 
inodern languages, law, court life and the myriad 
springs of human motives. It’s dfificult to be- 
lieve that the man who spelled his own name in 
scrawling script in a dozen different ways, as if 
not sure of his spelling, and whose doggerel verse 
at the end of his will is far below the sublimity 
of the plays, could be the author of these poetic 
masterpieces. 

It's much easier to credit the theory that the 
man whose prose matches the majestic verse of the 
plays, wrote both, than that knowiedge should be 
borne miraculously whole in the mind of the 
outcher boy of Stratford. It requires sess effort 
to believe that the brain that gave the world the 
essays in praise of knowledge, friendship and 
philosophy, that wrote “The Advancement of 
Learning”, “Things thought and seen”, “The new 
Organum”, the “Description of the Intellectual 
Globe”, the “New Atlantis” and the “De Principilis” 
was capable of “Hamlet”, “Macbeth” and the his- 
tcrical dramas, than that they are the product of 
an unschooled mind. 

The question is open for Mr. Morgan of Ala- 
meda, Cal. to throw what light he can on the 
problem. 


The Baconites point out that Francis Bacon 
was needy and ambitious. His father, Sir Nicholas 
Bacon, was Keeper of the Great Seal and no or- 
dinary mind, though thrown into the shadow by 
the greatness of his son. His mother, Lady Anne 
Cooke, was a linguist and theologian who corres- 
ponded in Greek with the bishops. She was her 
son's instructress. At 16, Francis Bacon was on the 
staff of the English ambassador in France. At 18, 
he was both fatherless and penniless, with his 
way to make in the world by voice and pen in the 
practice of law and literature. 

Many a briefless lawyer has earned his living 
by his pen. W. S. Gilbert and Anthony Hope are 
two recent instances of barristers who found the 
pen more lucrative than their law books. In 
Bacon's day the stage was not a place for scholars 
or courtiers. Actors were classed with rogues and 
vagabonds. Women were not allowed on the stage. 
Women's parts were played by boys. If the needy 
Bacon wanted to make some easy coin by writing 
an ‘As You Like It” in the same way as he wrote 
about forests in “Sylva Sylvarum”, he couldn't 
claim authorship without losing caste. What more 
likely, argue the Baconians, than that he should 
surreptitiously sell the script to William Shakes- 
peare of the Globe Theatre, and arrange with 
Shakespeare to relieve him from the odium of 
authorship. 


The anti-Baconians point out that the Shakes- 
peare plays lack the erudition of the lordly Chan- 
celor, that their 
Aristotle, and his Coriolanus alludes to Cato, etc. 
Yet under the pressure of hasty writing, and in the 
security of anonymous production, why should not 
Bacon—if he were their author—take such poetic 
ucense when writing potboilers for Will Shakes- 
peare’s company to produce at the Globe. In after 
life Bacon showed no scruple about accepting 
presents from suitors who had cases before him for 
judgment—thereby paving the way for the sad 
downfall of the possessor of the greatest mind in 
English letters.

It has been said that a diligent seeker can find 
in Shakespeare or the Bible appropriate quotation 
for any event in life. The golfers have been through 
their Shakespeare to good effect. A gentleman 
from the Winnipeg Grain Exchange was able to 
compile an amusing and pertinent lecture on the 
marvels of the grain trade from Shakespeare, more 
recently a motorist finds that though motorcars 
were unknown in Shakespeare's day that the bard 
made provision for their coming. 

In Macbeth is the pregnant line: 

“Whence this knocking”? 
Later in the same play the line occurs 
“Come, let me clutch thee” 


Hamlet, who might have become a speed cop 
or a member of the Safety League had he lived to 
this day, says: “Oh, most wicked speed”, 

Henry VI carries a line that any garage owner 
mnght proudly print over his repair shop: “I 
remedy this gear ere long”. Even the Detroit 
motor magnate who is causing the NRA officials 
at Washington to do some thinking and threatening, 
was not forgotten by Shakespeare. He has a char- 
acter in the “Merry Wives of Windsor” who asks: 
“Which of you know Ford of this town?” 
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The author of “The Great Cryptogram” pro-

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank MeCoy 


ARTHRITIS INCREASING 

At the World's Fair in Chicago a never-ending 
stream of people pushed and shoved to get closer 
to exhibit of the deformities and crippling effects 
caused in the bones of the hands by arthritis. 
During the course of this disease, the body may 

pour out @ kind of liquid bone 

around the joints which hardens 
and forms knobs with thicken- 
ing and deforming of the parts. 

The name of the disorder, arth- 

ritis deformans, comes from this 

tendency to deform the joints. 
In addition to the bone 
changes there may be pein and 
loss of movement. Once the 
* power of movement is gone, the 
body becomes stiff. Movement 
is not only hindered by stiffness, 
but by the fact that activity 
causes extreme pain. After 
chronic arthritis has been pres- 
ent for several years, the patient finds that if he 
does move it causes pain and that if he does not 
move enough to keep the body exercised, he is 
likely to become totally bedfast. I am giving you 
the above facts so that you will begin the treat- 
ment of arthritis as soon as it appears, as the 
disease may often be overcome completely if treat- 
ment is begun during the first stages. 

“Severe chronic arthritis is one of the oldest dis- 
orders known to man and even during the Stone 
Age it attacked human bodies, as is shown by 
skeletons of that far-away period. How many 
people suffer from this crippling disease even to- 
day is not known, but there are probably almost 
five million in the North American continent. 


If you have arthritis the main thing you want 
to know is: Can I be cured? While it is generally 
held to be a disease for which little may be done, 
I have seen some remarkable cures in arthritis, 
even in advanced cases, when the patient adhered 
to the diet for a long period of time. Although it 
may not be possible to cause ail of the bony de- 
posit tc be absorbed, there is always a chance of 
sufficient improvement taking place so that enough 
movement returns to allow the carrying on of 
some kind of active life and it is usually possible 
to stop the most painful symptoms. The cure may 
be expected only yhen the causes of the arthritis 
are found and removed. 

One of the principal causes of arthritis is a 
toxemia produced from the fermentation of an 
excess of the starchy foods, or from poisons gen- 
erated when the foods are used in wrong combin- 
ations. In a severe case, these toxins are extremely 
virulent. In other words, arthritis is a disease of 
the whole system, in which certain poisons are 
accumulating in the blood and settling down in the 
joints, causing the inflammatory changes which 
we cal! arthritis. Arthritis, therefore, is a systemic 
Cisease rather tha na joint disease. 

Focal infection suc has pus pockets in the teeth, 
nose, tonsils, sinuses, gums, bladder or generative 
organs also plays a part in causing arthritis and

to be carried to the joints. Such focal infections 
must be cleared up through fasting, local treat- 
ment and building up the general resistance before 
arthritis will disappear. In addition, the systemic 
poisons mentioned above must be eliminated. 

Intestinal toxemia plays a big part in arthritis 
and in those cases which are unusually slow in re- 
sponding to treatment it is generally the rule that 
there is present some abnormal condition of the 
intestines poisoning, and these conditions must be 
wuvercome by suitable treatments so that the in- 
testines function two or three times a day, before 
teh arthritis will stay cured. Predisposing causes 
of arthritis are: exposure to cold or damp, injury 
of the joints, mental strain and worry and con- 
stipation. 

Two types of arthritis are known: the first type 
ottacks the soft parts of the joint and is found in 
younger patients; the second type attacks the bony 
parts and is found in older patients. 

Some of the general symptoms of arthritis are: 
stiffness, swelling, pain, perhaps redness and heat 
over the affected part, and binding of the joint 
either by the formation of tough scar tissue or by 
the outpourings of new bone. Later the joint may 
creak or grate when moved. One Joint or many 
may be affected. In the early part of the disease, 
the poisons may seem to flit about, attacking first 
one joint and then another. 

In tomorrow’s article | am going to outline the 
treatment which I have found to be the best for 
overcoming arthritis. 1 would suggest that you cut 
it out and keep it.
